Allies Charge Korea Foe 
Illegally Took U.N. 
Captives to Manchuria, 
Used Others for Labor 
Troops. 


PANMUNJOM, May 14 (AP)— 
|The Communists today said no to 
the latest Allied plan for exchang- 
ing prisoners of war and neither 
side gave any indication of yield- 
ing on that last major barrier to 
an armistice in Korea.

The United Nations center 
still stands. 

At today’s truce meeting, the 
Reds called the Allied counter- 
proposal to their eight-point May 
7 offer “absolutely unacceptable” 
and said it “intends to overthrow 
the basis of negotiations of both 
sides.” 

Red Abuses Charged. 

Lt. Gen, William K. Harrison, 
the chief Allied negotiator, an- 
swered with charges that the Reds 
illegally took Allied prisoners

A bill that would require future 
residential construction in un- 
incorporated parts of St. Louis 
county to provide one off-street 


parking space for each dwelling 
unit was introduced yesterday in 
Council by Council- 
man Frank L. Martini. 

Previously approved by the 
County Planning Commission, the 
bill also would increase the ratio 
of off-street parking space re- 
quired for local business construc- 
tion and would extend the re- 
quirement to all business districts 
except that zoned for heavy in- 
dustrial use. 

At present, each new local busi- 
ness establishment must have one 
parking space for each 300 square 
feet of floor space. The bill would 
increase this to three spaces for 
each 300 feet of floor space. 

It is expected the council will 
order public hearings before the 
bill is considered for passage. The 
Planning Commission already has 
held hearings. The bill would not 
apply to cities and other incorpo- 
rated communities.

This meeting is to consider the 
same general subject matter as 
the address that night. 


Other Matters Discussed. 


On other matters, Eisenhower: 

1. Emphasized that his ap- 
pointment of a new military 
high command in no way im- 
plies criticism of the men who 
are being replaced on the joint 
chiefs of staff. The President 
said Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son felt he should have an en- 
tirely new team, and that he 
agreed with Wilson. 

2. Said the individual states 
have no rightful claim to sub- 
merged oil lands beyond Meir 
historic boundaries. His ’state- 
ment was in reply to a request 
for comment on whether he fa- 
vors a pending bill which would 
affirm federal jurisdiction over 
submerged oil lands on the 
continental shelf beyond the 
state’s “historic” boundaries.

Then he said he wanted to re- 
peat that he personally is willing 
to do anything and he thinks the 
only thing the dignity and respect 
of the United States demands is 
that some progress can be made. 
He said he wouldn’t insist on full 
progress or a real blueprint for a 
peaceful world—just some prog- 
ress, 

Eisenhower said he thinks there 
ought to be some earnest, or ad- 
vance indication, of good faith all 
around. He said it is correct that 
nothing definite has appeared yet 
in the way of evidence that the 
Russians want to take steps to- 
ward peace.

He met 
also with the ministers of trade 
and finance and some of the coun- 
try’s top economists. 


A statement given to reporters 
said Israeli-American and future 
Israeli-Arab relations were among 
subjects discussed, but gave no 
details. The Israelis were be- 
Tieved to have asked Dulles to 
support efforts to reach a per- 
manent peace with their Arab 
neighbors. Dulles has said a Jew- 
ish-Arab agreement is essential 
to joint defense of the Middle 
East against Communism. 


Egyptian Demands. 

Dulles arrived in Israel yester- 
day from Cairo, where Egyptians 
put their demands for complete 
evacuation of British troops from 
the suez ahead of any considera- 
tion of a joint Middle East de- 
fense command. 

Dulles’s statement here said he 
came “primarily to listen and ob- 
serve. We have brought no ready- 
made solutions to the serious 
problems of this area, but we 
hope through talks which began 
in Cairo, have continued here and 
will continue in other countries, 
we will obtain a better under- 
standing of those problems and 
Wwe may help in improving the 
climate for peace and security in 
the Middle East.” 

Dulles talked with Foreign 
Minister Moshe Sharett after the 
arrival of the American party in 
Tel Aviv yesterday. Mordecai 
Makleff, Israeli chief of staff, and 
two other Cabinet ministers 
joined the talks later. 

An Arab leader, Aaref el Aaref, 
former mayor of Jerusalem, told 
Dulles that the Arabs’ traditional 
friendship for the United States 
was weakened seriously by what 
he called the Truman adminis- 
tration’s policy of arms, money 
and other aid to Israel. Dulles 
said he could not “associate” 
himself with the criticism. 

El Aaref made the comment at 
a brief reception for Dulles in the 
Jordan section of Jerusalem. Dul- 
les replied: 

“While we Americans criticize 
each other at home, we do not do 
so abroad. Therefore, I cannot 
associate myself with criticism of 
a former American President. 

After the reception in the Jor- 
dan section of Jerusalem, Dulles 
and his group drove on to Am- 
man, passing through Jericho and 
crossing the River Jordan by the 
Allenby bridge. 

Dangerous Stage. 

(Homer Bigart, New York Her- 
ald Tribune-Post Dispatch corre- 
spondent, reported that Dulles is 
convinced, as a result of his two- 
day visit to Cairo, that relations 
between Britain and Egypt over 
the Suez Canal zone issue have 
reached an extremely dangerous 
stage. 

(It was learned reliably that 
Dulles was startled by the sudden 
deterioration of British-Egyptian 
relations and that he found the 
situation far more dangerous 
than he had realized hefore his 
talks with Egyptian Premier Maj. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib, Bigart 
wrote. 

(He was depressed by the utter 
preoccupation of Egyptian leaders 
with forcing British troops out of 
the Canal Zone. He found the 
attitude in Cairo such that there 
was little talk of regional defense 
arrangements. He found little 
appreciaion of the importance of 
the Suez Canal in relation to the 
defense of the free world. 

(So preoccupied were the Egyp- 
tians with the heady prospect of 
kicking the British out, the dis- 
patch said, that there was com- 
paratively little discussion even 
of such important matters as 
Arab-Israeli relations.)

LONDON, May 14 (UP)—For- 
mer Prime Minister Clement Att- 
lee tonight answered an attack on 
him by Senator Joseph McCarthy 
with the comment that he and his 
Labor party were fighting Com- 
munism “long before Senator Mc- 
Carthy ever was heard of.” 

Attlee issued an eight. point 
statement aimed at refuting Mc- 
Carthy’s charges. It said: 

“1. I made no attack on Amer- 
ica, Americans or the American 


Constitution. I gave a factual 
accommt of certain features of the 
American Constition, notably the 
division of power between Con- 
gress and the President which is 
not always understood in this 
country. 

“2.1 never suggested that 
President Eisenhower's presence 
would ‘hinder’ direct peace talks. 
I said only that he should be able 
to talk with the same authority 
as a British Prime Minister. 

“3. I did not say America was 
isolationist, but that the Consti- 
tution was framed at a time when 
the concept of the United States 
in relation to the rest of the world 
was isolationist. 

“4. Senator McCarthy charac- 
tetristicafly revives an old canard 
that I reviewed Communist troops. 
The troops I reviewed contained 
liberals and people of all kinds 
of views who stood for liberty 
and against fascism. The salute 
given was at the time the ordi- 
nary salute of all anti-Fascists. 
It was in fact only anticipating

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14— 
The question of validity of the 
St. Louis earnings tax, which now 
produces about $8,000,000 in rev- 
enue a year for the city, was tak- 
en under submission today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc. 

As is customary, the coyrt re- 


frained from\ indicating when it 
would rule on the constitutional- 
ity of the tax and of the state 
enabling act authorizing the city 
to levy it until next April 1. The 
next regularly scheduled confer- 
ence for delivery of. opinions is 
set for June 8. 

The court heard an appeal from 
a decision last Feb. 5 by Circuit 
Judge William B. Flynn uphold- 
ing the tax and enabling act as 
constitutional. . 

Judge Flynn rejected legal at- 
tacks on the law in a test injunc- 
tion suit filed in the names. of 
Frank Walters of St. Louis and 
Edward Williams Jr. of St. Louis 
county, members of Local 688, 
AFL Teamsters Union, which 
backed the suit. 


Defended by Crowe. 

Validity of the act was defend- 
ed today and its necessity for fi- 
nancial -~welfare of the city was 
urged by City Counselor James 
E. Crowe of St. Louis. His asso- 
ciate counsel were James  V. 
Frank, John P. McCammon and 
Charles J. Dolan of the city legal 
staff, 

The position of opponents . of 
the tax was presented to the court 
by Stanley M. Rosenblum of St. 
Louis and State Representative A. 
Clifford Jones of St. Louis county, 
attorneys for Walters and Wil- 
liams. 

While validity of the present 
earnings tax is at issue before the 
Supreme Court, Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker and civic groups of St. 
Louis are urging Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly to call a special session 
of the Missouri Legislature, after 
the current session ends May 31, 
to extend the earnings tax en- 
abling act beyond its expiration 
date of April 1, 1954. 

The tax levy is half of 1 per 
cent of the earnings in St. Louis 
of individuals, whether residents 
or non-residents, and half of 1 
per cent of the net earnings in the 
city of corporations and business 
concerns. 

Extension Bill Abandoned. 

A city sponsored bill in the cur- 
rent legislative session, to extend 
the life of the enabling act and 
thereby the life of the tax, was 
abandoned by sponsors after Sen- 
ate adoption of an amendment by 
Senator Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis county, exempting from the 

stax all non-residents of St. Louis. 

Judge Flynn last Feb. 5 dis- 
missed the injunction suit backed 
by the Teamsters’ Union, which 
would have enjoined the collec- 
tion of the tax by.the city under 
the existing authority. 

Judge Flynn held the tax was a 
proper exercise of the city’s tax- 
ing powers, that it was not dis- 
criminatory or arbitrary, and that 
the enabling act did not violate 
state or federal constitutional 
provisions. 

Basis of Suit. 

On appeal, opponents of the tax 
again are challenging its validity 
on several constitutional grounds, 
including alleged violation of the 
due process and equal protection 
of laws provisions of the state 
and federal Constitutions. It is 
alleged to be arbitrary and dis- 
criminatory. 

One opposition point, not here- 
tofore passed on by the Supreme 
Court, is that the State Senate 
failed to comply with constitu- 
tional requirements as to the man- 
ner of passing bills, in not re- 
cording the individual vote of 
members of ‘a Senate committee 
which recommended passage of 
= enabling act in the 1951 ses- 
sion. 

The provision involved, which 
was written into the state con- 
stitution adopted in 1945, was de- 
sighed to end so-called ‘“‘commit- 
tee secrecy” in legislative com- 
mittee reports on bills. That in- 
novation, regarded as a signal re- 
form, has not accomplished its

Louisan to eat parts of an oryx 
and impala in Africa and polish 
the rest of it off on the banks of 
the Meramec river. 


The feast, with a menu like an 
advanced study in double , talk, 
was served by Beck, head of the 
Beck Engineering Combustion 
Kompany, at his estate near Eure- 
ka and his fellow big game hunt- 
ers turned out to state their 
preference—gazelle, topi, kongoni, 
impala or oryx. The oryx won 
in a walk; gazelle placed. 

Beck shot and killed the ani- 
mals last year in the Kenya area; 
he did a figurative bit of broken- 
field running through the red 
tape of two continents and finally 
succeeded in meeting all regula- 
tions require ' to bring 150 pounds 
of the meat, canned, into this 
country. 

The oryx and impala heads were 
mounted long before the remain- 
der of the oryx and impala got 
here. But get here it did, and 
was prepared for Big Game Hunt- 
ers, Inc., last night by Mrs. Beck 
and members of her Samba Club. 
The card game, not the dance. 

In the kitchen of Beck’s cozy, 
26-hedroom country place, the 
women pitched in, somewhat dis- 


mayed at making kongoni gravy 
and not at all sure whether salad 
should be served with oryx. 
They pasted labels on the plat- 
ters so nobody would get the topi 
confused with the Butler county 
(Missouri) green beans, or any- 
thing, and the dinner was pro- 
nounced a resounding success. 
The women foresightedly ate 
roasted (Mo.) hen and noodles, 
just in case, however. 

Heartily, the hunters pitched in. 
The meats were new to most of 
them. Knowledgeably, some of 
them said oryx tasted life beef; 
others said kongoni tasted like 
venison; others said topi had sort 
of a veal taste about it; others 
said kongoni tasted like oryx; 
others said everything tasted like 
roast beef hash and all in all Mrs. 
Helen Sanders had the last word. 


“That little jumpy animal tastes 
just like tuna fish,” she pro- 
claimed, scurrying back to the 
roast hen. 


The dinner was topped off with 
ice cream, strawberries, coffee 
and homemade (Mo.) cake. The 
cooks accepted compliments from 
all sides. Wags produced great 
quantities of bicarbonate of soda. 
The oryx looked impassive, 

Beck, who has also eaten eland, 
hartebeeste, wildbeeste and ger- 
nuk, received praise for produc- 
ing one of the most exotic din- 
ners ever held in this area, ‘But 
he looked to greater horizons, for 
he has a goal in mind.

HOME MORTGAGES 
10 STAY FROZEN A 
WHILE, SAYS COLE 


U.S. to Sell None Till 
Orderly Method Is 
Found, Housing Chief 
Asserts Here. 


The Federal Government will 
maintain its “freeze” on home 
mortgages and will defer resump- 
tion of mortgage sales “until they 
can be disposed of on an orderly 
basis,” Federal Housing Chief 
Albert M. Cole anhounced here 
today. 

The announcement was made 
in an address before the National 
Savings and Loan League, hold- 
ing its annual meeting at Hotel 
Chase, 

The Government suspended its 
purchases of home mortgages on 
April 13, three weeks before the 
Federal Housing Administration 
and the Veterans’ Administration 
increased the maximum permissi- 
ble interest rate on individual 
home loans to 442 per cent. 


Distribution of Mortgages. 

Home mortgages insured by 
FHA and VA are purchased by 
the Government through the 
Federal National Murtgage As- 
sociation as a means of distribut- 
ing mortgage money equally 
throughout the nation. 

The “freeze” was designed to 
prevent bankers from unloading 
their mortgages on the Govern- 
ment in anticipation of getting 
higher interest rates. 

“FNMA intends to avoid the 
dumping of any volume of mort- 
gages at low prices, and will 
market them at qa rate that can 
be absorbed without impairing the 
normal market,” Cole said, “An- 
nouncement of the _ increases 
authorized in FHA and VA inter- 
est rates has generally been well 
received, but it is too early to 
determine the full effect on the 
flow of mortgage funds, particu- 
larly from secondary sources.” 
The board of governors of the 
Savings and Loan League had ap- 
proved a resolution urging that 
the Government end the current 
restrictions on mortgage sales, but 
the resolution was tabled this 
morning in anticipation of an an- 
nouncement by the new housing 
hief.

Wouldn’t it be much more sensible 
to have our area become a part of 
the very successful Normandy Fire Dis- 
trict which has, in the space of a few 
years, become so efficient that the 
residents of the district are now saving 
substantial sums on their fire insurance 
at a relatively low tax rate? 

I hope that the residents of the 
proposed Carsonville Fire District will 
ste the advantage of pooling theip 
resources—to their mutual advantage— 
with their highly successful neighbor 
to the east.

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Sitting Bull and the Sea Horse 

The good people of North and South Dakota, 
quarreling over the possession of Sitting Bull, 
can find a precedent for amicable settlement in 
the dispute between Caravaggio and Treviglio, 
two villages in Italy. A marble bas-relief of a 
sea horse which was placed on the border be- 
tween these two villages late in the fourteenth 
century was snatched by Treviglians early in 
the fifteenth century and placed in. their vil- 
lage. This is exactly what the South Dakotans 
did- about Sitting Bull. 

The Caravaggians did a slow burn, evidently 
‘a very slow burn, for it was not until last Feb. 
27 that they executed a commando-type raid and 
took back the sea horse. Last Sunday night the 
Treviglians flew three planes over Caravaggio 
and dropped 35 live chickens, a live pig, sev- 
eral pounds of candy, and fountain pens and 
pencils. The Caravaggians were so touched by 
this neighborly display that they voluntarily 
agreed to return the sea horse to Treviglio. 

We are not suggesting that the Northerners 
fly a few planeloads of wheat and rye down and 
unload them on the Southerners, but we bet you 
if they did they'd get Sitting Bull back.

UNLESS YOU HAVE ATTENDED a film. festi- 
val it’s very hard to. understand exactly what goes 
on. No one will admit it but an international film 
festival is a tourist attraction and a way of getting 
the name of a tourist resort into the world news- 
papers. 

Very few producers make picures with a film 
festival in mind and the American film companies 
which are forced into them in order not to offend 
a country that is holding ohe, are always hard 
pressed to find pictures worthy of a festival com- 
petition, 

This was especially true this year when the 
Americans entered, beside “Come Back Little 
Sheba” and “Lili,” “Peter Pan” which got a spe- 
cial citation, “I Confess,” a Hitchcock film which 
was roundly panned, and a Technicolor musical 
“Call Me Madam” which the festival audience en- 
joyed because it satirized American diplomacy.
